Action by this government, it is said
will be limited merely to an official
statement of approval of trade with
individuals by American of the firms
and it will not involve cither recogni-
tion of the soviet government or ap-
proval of trade directly witli the soviet
administration.

In some quarters it is expected that
the government doubts very seriously!
the successful consumption of schemes
for the exploitation of Russia, and in-

dependently of the soviet government
and that sanction of trade with indi- -

viduals in Russia will be extended
more as an experiment than through
any confidence thai such a privilege
in practice may prove feasible.

Recent reports indicated that Italy,
iand Great Britain favored plans for
trade with Russia, but that France had
accepted "with reservations." The
Italian premier, Nitti, has expressed
